The position of Mr. Conver in
this matter, from first to last, has been,
“Let Haslet be scated! if he wasn't
elected there must be a ¥RAUD some-
where " 1In other words, he is gov-
erned by prejudice entirely, and if he
has any judgment he fails utterly to
exercise it. There has not been a time
since the beginning of this contest,
when an editor possessing discrimioa-
tion, judgment and s bealthy sense of
justice, could, with fairness to both
parties in the contest, take sides, acd
assert that “this man or that man was
clected,” Immediately after the elec-
tivn, we had notice that Agnew pre-
posed contesting the election; after
the decision by the Court, it was made
public that Agnew would appeal to
the Legislature; immedistely after
the decision at bogy was rendered,’
it was given oul that Haslet would ap-
peal to the Legislature to re-open the
case, That is the way the matter
stands at present, Aoy discussion of
the merits of the question by a news-
paper is dope to bias those who have
to pass on the case. If there is any
discussion of the case at all, it should
be doue by the principals themselves,
and oot by editors who are so bigoted
and blinded by ill-conceived prejudi-
ces 88 to be able to see but one side of
a question, and only the surface of
that, As to the latter clause of the
vxtract, we would just say that & dare
like & bet, is & fool’s argument, and we
decline to be influenced by auy such
means, Suffice it to say that we dare
conduct a newspuper in an hooorable
straightforward masner, and to use
cowmon decesey, judgment and fair-
ness in regard to matters which are to
be settled by those appoioted by law
tl'ur that purpose.
